Plantings  of  Scotch  Pine  have  proved  a  success  under 
most  varying  conditions,  whenever  seed  of  a  good  strain 
had  been  used.  There  is  no  race  of  this  Pine  that  will 
do  equally  well  under  all  conditions,  and  planters, 
therefore,  should  know  what  seed  they  plant.  In 
mountainous  sections  and  on  stony  soil  seed  of  a 
mountain  race,  in  flat  country  and  on  light  sandy  soil, 
a  strain  from  a  congenial  source  should  be  chosen.
